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Labour shortage 


Province will 
need 100K jobs 
filled over next 
decade: Report 

Construction estimators 
and automotive service 
technicians won’t find it 
hard to get work in Al¬ 
berta, according to a recent 
report from the govern¬ 
ment. 

The province released 
its short-term employment 
forecast Thursday and in 
addition to showing what’s 
in demand, it showed over¬ 
all the province expects a 
labour shortage over the 
next 10 years. 

“We’re going to have 
96,000 jobs without people 
and we have to put the 
strategies in place to make 
sure we bring those people 
over here,” he said. 

The province ranks de¬ 
mand for jobs using seven 
variables and construction 
estimators and automotive 
service technicians scored 
high in all seven. 

Another 29 occupations 
ranked high in six of those 
variables, making them 
high-demand occupations. 

The occupations were 
mostly centred around 
construction, with civil 
and mechanical engineers, 
steamfitters and contract¬ 
ors on the list, but chefs 
and hairstylists are also 
expected to be in short 
supply. 

Fawcett said the prov¬ 
ince is going to use the 
information in a variety of 
ways, including encour¬ 
aging students to pursue 
education in the right 
areas. 

“We need to continue 
to ensure that we are push¬ 
ing construction trades 
information out to young 
people so they can see that

Fraudster charged in 
$900K trailer scam 


Two arrested. Police 
issue warrant for third 
man

Edmonton police have arrested 
a convicted fraudster, previ¬ 
ously charged for his part in 
a $58-million Ponzi scheme, 
in connection to a $900,000 
travel trailer theft scheme that 
spanned Western Canada. 

Alyn Richard Waage, 67, is 
currently in police custody for 
his alleged role in producing 
19 fake vehicle registrations 
for stolen travel trailers and 
recreational vehicles. 

Donald Michael White, 56, 


was also arrested in the oper¬ 
ation and police are still search¬ 
ing for Kelly Thomas Yates, 50. 
In total there are 95 charges 
between the three men. 

Following an eight-month 
investigation, police recovered 
$863,130 worth of high-end 
travel trailers and recreational 
equipment that had been 
stolen and resold to unsuspect¬ 
ing buyers through online clas¬ 
sifieds, including Kijiji. 

EPS first became aware of 
the fraud after they searched 
a home in south Edmonton 
last October. At the residence, 
they recovered a stolen Ford 
F-350 truck, Custom Weld Vi¬ 
per 2 jet boat, a Gateway boat 
trailer and other stolen equip¬ 
ment totalling approximately 
$198,300. 

Police kicked off the inves¬ 


tigation shortly after the initial 
seizure, with help from the 
RCMP, the Saskatoon Police 
Service and the Insurance Bur¬ 
eau of Canada, and uncovered 
the 19 fake registrations for 
vehicles in Alberta, Saskatch¬ 
ewan and B.C. 

Det. Alfred Normand of the 
EPS auto theft unit said the 
trailers were stolen from stor¬ 
age facilities and from people’s 
driveways outside of Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“If it’s on your driveway, it’s 
just a matter of pulling up to it 
and pulling away,” Normand 
said. 

“The individuals we’ve iden¬ 
tified as innocent third parties 
paid close to fair market value 
for those trailers,” he added. 

Waage has a history of 
fraud schemes. In 2003, he

pleaded guilty for his part in 
a $ 58-million Ponzi scheme 
called Tri-west Investment 
Club.

The city has its first bike repair 
station, with all the necessaiy 
tools cyclists may need to fix 
their bikes in a huny. 

Situated in the basement of 
MacEwan University’s Robbins 
Health Learning Centre pavil¬ 
ion, the station allows cyclists 
to secure a bike on the stand 
and then work on it. 

“The goal with this bike sta¬ 
tion was to reduce any barriers 
of people riding their bikes 
to MacEwan University,” said 
Emma Shipalesky, the school’s 
sustainability co-ordinator. 


The bike repair station is the 
first of its kind in Edmonton, 
according to Shipalesky, with 
eight tools and a pump-and- 
gauge set attached to the bike 
station. 

The small metal structure 
also comes with a QR code that 
users can scan with their smart¬ 
phone to get tips on how to fix 
a two-wheeler. School officials 
also plan to get community 
members in to teach work¬ 
shops on how to fix a bicycle. 

The bike station is located 
in the university’s bike parking 
area, which can accommodate 
several bikes in the under¬ 
ground space. 

Although the free bike sta¬ 
tion is available only to students 
and staff at this time, program 
staff are hoping to add another 
bike repair station, possibly in a 
public space. 

“We’re always looking to

increase sustainable options at 
MacEwan and reduce our trans¬ 
portation impact.

I was on a date with a sloppy 
donair in Copenhagen, seeking 
a bench to eat it responsibly 

I found it wedged between 
a strip of rugged apartments, 
in a shockingly red plaza 
speckled with curiosa — tow¬ 
ering neon signs in Russian, a 
Lebanese cedar tree, an Arabic 
bus stop sign and 100 more 
world artifacts.

Jasper intersection 
is ‘safe’: city review 


Standards may need 
change. Iveson says 
same rules might not 
apply downtown

The Jasper Avenue intersec¬ 
tion where a 19-year-old 
woman was hit and critic¬ 
ally injured last week meets 
city standards, but Mayor 
Don Iveson said it’s those 
standards that may need to 
change. 

The city last reviewed 
the intersection in January 
after a request from Mayor 
Iveson himself. 

Laura McNabb, the 
transportation department 
spokesperson, said that 
when the city reviewed 


the intersection, the staff 
found no problems with 
the sight’s lines or signage. 
She said the intersection 
already includes additional 
places for pedestrians to 
cross. 

“The proximity of a fully- 
signalized crossing at 118 
Street has been and remains 
the reason that additional 
engineering measures have 
not been required at the 
119 Street and Jasper inter¬ 
section,” she said. 

Iveson said he expects a 
more robust review of the 
intersection than took place 
earlier this year.

Israeli forces 
launch ground 
offensive 

Thousands of Israeli soldiers 
backed by tanks launched 
a ground offensive on the 
Gaza Strip on Thursday, es¬ 
calating a 10-day campaign 
of heavy air bombardments 
to by to destroy Hamas’ 
weapons arsenal, rocket¬ 
firing abilities and tunnels 
used to send militants from 
the Palestinian territoiy 
into Israel. 

Israel had become in¬ 
creasingly exasperated with 
unrelenting rocket fire, 
especially following Hamas’ 
rejection of an Egyptian 
ceasefire plan earlier in 
the week. More than 240 
Palestinians have already 
died in the air campaign, in¬ 
cluding children under age

Ukraine accused pro-Russian 
separatists of shooting down 
a Malaysian jetliner with 
298 people aboard Thursday, 
sharply escalating the crisis 
and threatening to draw 
both East and West deeper 
into the conflict.

American intelligence au¬ 
thorities believe a surface-to- 
air missile brought the plane 
down but were still working 
on who fired the missile and 
whether it came from the 
Russian or Ukrainian side 
of the border, a U.S. official 
said.

777 were strewn over a field 


near the rebel-held village 
of Hrabove in the Donetsk 
region of eastern Ukraine, 
about 40 kilometres from the 
Russian border, where fight¬ 
ing has raged for months.

A parish food pantiy worker 
who was fired over her mar¬ 
riage to another woman sued 
the Diocese of Kansas City-St. 
Joseph on Thursday, the latest 
in a growing number of clashes 
across America over gay rights 
between Roman Catholic lead¬ 
ers and their employees. 

Colleen Simon, 57, said the 
diocese and the parish where 
she worked knew she was mar¬ 
ried and that her wife was a 
well-known community leader 
before Simon was hired. She 


was fired when the couple was 
mentioned last April in a news¬ 
paper article. 

“I was mostly shell¬ 
shocked,” Simon said. “I hadn’t 
thought it would come to this.” 

Diocesan officials hadn’t yet 
seen the lawsuit, but said in a 
statement, “As a church, we 
have the right to live and oper¬ 
ate according to our faith and 
church teachings.” 

The Missouri lawsuit was 
filed Thursday by Simon, who 
said she worked as a parish 
bookkeeper in the diocese be¬ 
fore she was hired in 2013 as a 
food pantiy co-ordinator at St. 
Francis Xavier Church. 

In each step of the hiring 
process, she said, she told ad¬ 
ministrators she had married 
a woman a year earlier in Iowa, 
where gay marriage is recog¬ 
nized, and diocesan and parish 
representatives said her marital 


status would not be a problem.

American gets 20 years for 1984 jetliner hijacking 


An American who returned 
from Cuba decades after hi¬ 
jacking a jetliner to the com¬ 
munist island was sentenced 
Thursday to 20 years in U.S. 
prison but will be eligible for 
early release on parole, an ac¬ 
knowledgement by prosecutors 
of the years he spent behind 
bars in Cuba. 


U.S. District Judge K. Michael 
Moore imposed the sentence 
Thursday on William Potts Jr., 
57, for the 1984 hijacking of 
the Piedmont Airlines flight 
en route from New York to 
Miami. Potts pleaded guilty to a 
kidnapping charge, which was 
substituted by prosecutors for a 
previous air piracy charge that 


would have required Potts to 
serve a minimum of 20 years. 

This way, Potts should get 
out on parole after serving 
almost seven years. Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Maria Medetis 
said that was the government’s 
way of giving Potts credit for 
13 years he served in Cuba — 
the Combinado del Este Prison 


near Havana that Potts’ lawyer, 
Robert Berube, described as a 
“hellhole.” 

“He did an unbelievable 
amount of time in a veiy bad 
place,” Berube said. 

Potts apologized in court 
and said he is no longer the 
self-described angry black mil¬ 
itant calling himself “Lt. Spar- 


tacus” who claimed in a note 
to a flight attendant that he 
planned to blow up the flight 
unless it was diverted to Cuba. 

Potts returned to the U.S. 
last year hoping to resolve the 
case so he could spend time 
with his two children, who had 
since moved from Cuba to the

A gang of U.S. bank robbers 
who took three women 
hostage during their getaway 
attempt and waged a deadly, 
high-speed gun battle with

Adopted. Convicted 
of sexual abuse of 10 
boys, Jerry Sandusky

An adopted son of convicted 
child molester Jerry San¬ 
dusky is providing details of 
the sexual abuse he alleged¬ 
ly suffered at the hands of 
his father. 

Matt Sandusky, who was 
initially a foster child of 
the Sanduslcys, tells Oprah 
Winfrey in a TV show air¬ 
ing Thursday night that his 
overnight visits with the 
family as a child were good 
“except for one part: bed¬ 
time.” 

“Bedtime was the bad 
part. But any other time that 
we were in the home, that 
we were doing anything in 
the home with the family, 
it was fine and it was — 
again, you would look at 
that family and you would 


say, wow. Like I wish that I 
had brothers and sisters that 
cared about me. I wish that 
I had a mother who cooked 
dinner every night for the 
whole family. I wish that I 
had all of these things. But 
then at bedtime, his ritual 
began,” Matt Sandusky told 
Winfrey in a brief clip re¬ 
leased by the network. 

The network said San¬ 
dusky discusses the groom¬ 
ing, methodical control and 
manipulation he faced as a 
child. 

He had also discussed the 
alleged abuse in a documen¬ 
tary, Happy Valley, shown 
earlier this year and in an 
audiotape of an interview 
with police detectives that 
NBC obtained at the time of 
Jerry Sandusky’s 2012 trial. 

Matt Sandusky told inves¬ 
tigators Jerry Sandusky had 
rubbed along or against his 
genitals. He said then that 
he did not recall any pene¬ 
tration or oral sex, and that 
memories were coming back

U.S.A. Campaigning 
politician gets into a jam 
showing gun bona fides 


If guns are a run-of-the-mill 
prop for politicians in the 
United States, it was perhaps 
only a matter of time before 
things backfired on someone 
this campaign season. 

A candidate in this falFs 
congressional elections had 
to yank down an online video 
in which he used a pump- 
action shotgun to blow up a 
pinata of an elephant — the 
logo of the Republican party. 

It was the hint of pol¬ 
itical violence that people 
disliked, not the use of a 
shotgun in Estalcio Beltran’s 
campaign ad. 

“They call me a long shot. 
They say I can’t win in this 
district,” said the ad featur¬ 
ing Beltran, who’s running 
for a House seat in a conserv¬ 
ative enclave of Washington 
State. 

As he prepared to lay 
down the big kaboom, he 
added: “But what happens to 
an elephant when it stands 
around, doing nothing, for 
too long?” 

The ad earned him a 
scolding from the group 
founded by Gabby Giffords, 
the former congresswoman 
partly paralyzed by an assas¬ 
sin’s bullet. 

Her group, Americans for 
Responsible Solutions, called 
the ad irresponsible and of¬ 
fensive. 

But Giffords used to pose

Last year, someone leaked

Giffords responded on her 
Faceboolc page, saying she 
still supported gun rights 
but just wanted some stricter 
limits. 

However some of the 
people commenting on her 
page called her a hypocrite, 
playing two sides of the 
fence. 

Democrats in more con¬ 
servative areas sometimes 
go to great visual lengths to 
prove their gun-rights bona 
fides.

Attack closes

Afghanistan’s election com¬ 
mission began auditing bal¬

Kabul’s police chief said 
the airport later reopened 
and operations returned to 
normal.

Millions in gold recovered 
from shipwreck: Documents 


Deep-sea explorers recovered 
millions of dollars in gold and 
silver and a slew of personal 
items that are a virtual time 
capsule of the California Gold 
Rush, according to newly un¬ 
sealed court documents that 
provide the first detailed in- 
ventoiy of a treasure trove be¬ 
ing resurrected from an 1857 
shipwreck at the bottom of the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

The recoveiy effort at the 
SS Central America shipwreck, 
about 320 kilometres off the 
South Carolina coast, is being 
directed by a court-appointed 
receiver of an Ohio company 


Maritime disaster 


The SS Central America 
sailed into a hurricane in 
1857 during the California 
Gold Rush and sank in one 
of the worst maritime disas¬ 
ters in American history. 


• About 425 people were 
killed and thousands 
of pounds of gold sank 
with it, contributing to 
an economic panic. 

that had been led by a treasure 
hunter-turned-fugitive named 


Tommy Thompson, who first 
found the Central America in 
1988. 

Immediately after find¬ 
ing the ship and recovering a 
fraction of its garden of gold, 
Thompson became embroiled 
in a decades-long legal battle 
over who had rights to the 
treasure and how it was being 
dispersed. None of the invest¬ 
ors ever saw a return. 

In August 2012, after he 
failed to show up for several 
court hearings, a warrant was 
issued for Thompson’s arrest. 
He has been a federal fugitive 
ever since, the associated press 


Holocaust museum opens WWII 
war crimes archive to the public 


From Adolf Hitler down to 
the petty bureaucrats who 
staffed the Nazi death camps, 
thousands of perpetrators 
of World War II war crimes 
were eventually written up 
in vast reams of investigative 
files that now, for the first 
time, can be viewed in their 
entirety by the public. 

The U.S. Holocaust Memor¬ 
ial Museum in Washington 


has obtained a full copy of the 
UN War Crimes Commission 
archive that has largely been 
locked away for the past 70 
years at the United Nations. 

In addition to Hitler and 
his henchmen, the files list 
thousands of obscure cases. 

They include Helmut 
Steinmetz in Warsaw, Poland, 
who was accused of mur¬ 
dering a crippled Jewish man 


he met on the street, as well 
as killing a railroad porter 
with a stick for refusing to 
carry his luggage. 

And Elimar Luder Precht, 
chief dentist at concentration 
camps, who was accused of 
selecting Auschwitz inmates 
for execution based on gold 
or platinum teeth that could 
be taken.

Long Island rail 
workers get deal 

After four years of negotia¬ 
tions, unions and manage¬ 
ment at the United States’ 
largest commuter railroad 
reached a tentative con¬ 
tract agreement Thursday. 

The deal announced by 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo, who 
personally got involved 
in the final hours of the 
negotiations, gives Long 
Island Rail Road workers a 
17 per cent pay raise over 
6-1/2 years. 

Cuomo, who is run¬ 
ning for a second term 
in November, hailed the 
deal as a compromise that 
protects workers and rid¬ 
ers because it calls for no 
additional fare hikes. 

Eight unions repre¬ 
senting 5,400 Long Island 
Rail Road workers had 
threatened to walk off the 
job at 12:01 a.m. Sunday. 
The workers had been 
seeking a new deal since 
2010. 

“I was really con¬ 
cerned,” said Sibel Aras 
of Port Washington. “It’s 
really good news. I’m 
happy for them. They 
deserve it.”

If a pint of coffee-flavoured 
beer gets you salivating, 
then Tim Hortons has a 
few other ideas that could 
change how you think about 
the restaurant chain. 

Executives have lifted the 
curtain on a new concept 
store, buried deep inside the 
Metro Toronto Convention 
Centre, as part of an invite- 
only convention this week 
for store owners and suppli¬ 
ers that is essentially a vis¬ 
ual brainstorming session. 

Redefining itself in the 
highly competitive food ser¬ 
vices industry will be a chal¬ 
lenge for a mainstay brand 
like Tim Hortons, but as 
more companies try to en¬ 
croach on its dominant pos¬ 
ition in the Canadian coffee 
market it’s not like there’s 


much of a choice but to find 
ways to be different. 

Certainly there were 
plenty of ideas to chew on 
— some even controversial. 

Consider the beer taps 
that pour brews inspired by 
Tim Hortons’ trademark cof¬ 


fee flavour — and a straw¬ 
berry lager for the sweeter 
tooths. Or how about a 
unisex washroom that fea¬ 
tures a communal sink? And 
there’s even a conceptual 
design for a new Tim Hor¬ 
tons logo that features only 


a bright red coffee bean. 

Tim Hortons first show¬ 
cased digital menu boards 
at its previous model store 
seven years ago and only 
recently have they become 
part of the store design.

Lean and mean Microsoft cuts jobs, boosts stock 


Microsoft is cutting up to 
18,000 jobs, about 14 per 
cent of its staff, over the next 
year as it works to cut down 
on management layers and 
integrate the Nokia devices 
business it bought in April. 

The news sent Microsoft’s 
stock up three per cent in 
premarket trading. 

Although the job cuts had 
been expected, the extent of 
them was a surprise. It’s the 
boldest move by CEO Satya 
Nadella since he took the 


reins from Steve Ballmer in 
Februaiy. In a public email to 
employees Thursday, he said 
the changes were needed 
for the company to “become 
more agile and move faster.” 

Of the job cuts, about 
12,500 professional and fac¬ 
tory jobs will be cut. Micro¬ 
soft expects charges of $1.1 
billion to $1.6 billion over 
the next four quarters, 
which includes $750 million 
to $800 million for severance 
and related benefit costs. 


Microsoft has been shift¬ 
ing its focus from traditional 
PC software to cloud comput¬ 
ing and cloud-based products 
like its Office 365 productiv¬ 
ity software. 

With its $7.3 billion ac¬ 
quisition of Nokia’s handset 
business, Microsoft has been 
is seeking to meld its soft¬ 
ware and hardware business 
into a cohesive package, sim¬ 
ilar to rival Apple. In a let¬ 
ter to employees, Executive 
Vice-President Stephen Elop 


said the company will drive 
sales of its Windows Phone 
by targeting the lower-price 
smartphone market with its 
Lumia devices. It also plans 
to develop more products for 
the higher-end smartphone 
segment. 

In a blog post a week ago, 
Nadella hinted at the move, 
saying Microsoft had to 
“change and evolve” its cul¬ 
ture for the “mobile-first and 
cloud-first world.”

Galen Weston is taking more 
control of the family-run 
business as he assumes the 
role of president at Loblaw 
Companies Ltd., Canada’s lar¬ 
gest grocer, amid the abrupt 
departure of two senior 
executives. 

Weston, who is also 
executive chairman of the 
company, said Thursday that 
previously his responsibility 
had been to oversee strategy 
at the food retailing giant.

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Cattrall makes comedy out of crisis 



Mid-life misadventure.

Years before Kim Cattrall 
found international stardom 
as Samantha Jones, the brash 
best friend of Carrie, Mir¬ 
anda and Charlotte on Sex 
and the City, she learned a 
valuable lesson from a Holly¬ 
wood legend. The 24-year-old 
actress was starring opposite 
Jack Lemmon in Tribute, a 
film version of the Broadway 
show that earned Lemmon a 
Tony nomination. 

Lemmon had dozens of 
credits, including classics 
like Some like It Hot and The 
Apartment under his belt and 
two Oscars on his mantel¬ 
piece at home. 

“How do you have longev¬ 
ity?” she asked the veteran 
actor. 

“Take things that scare the 
pants off you,” he replied. 

It’s advice she took to 
heart, particularly when ap¬ 
proaching her new project, 
Sensitive Skin for HBO Can¬ 
ada. 

“I think for me to bring 
this stoiy to North America 
was the scariest thing,” she 
says. “Hanging in there and 
really trusting my instincts 
because I doubted them

“It’s the change of the 
guard, isn’t it?

TV. Details on late-night transitions still up in the air 


CBS is taking a wide-open ap¬ 
proach to replacing Craig Fer¬ 
guson in late-night, including 
the possibility of a host from 
politics, CBS Entertainment 
chief Nina Tassler said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Details of the late-night 
transition from David Letter- 
man to Stephen Colbert and 
from Ferguson to a yet-to-be- 
found replacement remain un¬ 
decided, Tassler said. 

Whether the host of the 
12:30 a.m. Eastern show that 
follows Colbert’s Late Show 
comes from comedy or per¬ 


haps even the political realm is 
under discussion, she said. 

“We’re looking at it through 
a veiy different lens,” she said. 

That raises the interesting 
if surprising possibility of a 
politics-focused late-night for 
CBS, depending on how Col¬ 
bert approaches his new job. 

Network meetings will 
be held in August to discuss 
the scheduling of Colbert’s 
2015 debut as Late Show host, 
Tassler told a Television Critics 
Association meeting. 

There have been prelimin- 
aiy discussions with Colbert 


but, Tassler noted, he remains 
occupied with his duties on 
Comedy Central’s Colbert Re¬ 
port. 

Letterman announced in 
April that he would retire next 
year but didn’t say when. 

As for the show’s format 
under Colbert, he has said he 
wants an interview approach, 
Tassler said. But other details 
— such as whether there will 
be a band — are up in the air. 

Colbert has already said he 
will leave his Colbert Report 
character, a blowhard conserv¬ 
ative, behind. 


When he debuts on Late 
Show as himself, he’ll be join¬ 
ing NBC’s Jimmy Fallon and 
ABC’s Jimmy Kimmel as the 
new late-night vanguard fol¬ 
lowing the retirement of vet¬ 
erans Letterman and Jay Leno, 
who left NBC’s Tonight in Feb- 
ruaiy. 

Ferguson said that he will 
leave The Late Late Show at the 
end of this year. 

The “kneejerlc” reaction is 
to go with the traditional inter¬ 
view format, Tassler added, 
“but who knows?”

Both quarterbacks were 
sacked four times each but 
Willy had trouble even get¬ 
ting a first down until late in 
the first half when, down 10-0, 
he got close enough for Liram 
Hajrullahu to connect for a 
field goal.

Goll ‘Boy Wonder’ 
must prove he can 
follow up strong at 
British Open; Tiger 
shows vintage form to 
end opening round 


Roiy Mcllroy had eveiything go 
his way Thursday in the British 
Open. 

A lovely summer day in Eng¬ 
land with abundant sunshine 
and minimal wind allowed 
him to attack Royal Liverpool. 
He made half his six birdies on 
the par 5s and kept bogeys off 
his card. And on the day Tiger 
Woods made a promising re¬ 
turn, Mcllroy took the lead 
with a 6-under 66, his best score 
in nearly two years at a major. 

Now if he can only find a 
way to get to the weekend. 

Mcllroy either set himself 
up for a good run at the claret 
jug or another dose of Friday 
failures. In what already has 
been an unusual year for golf, 
no trend is more mysterious 
than Boy Wonder going over¬ 
night from awesome to awful. 

Six times in his past eight 
tournaments, he has had a 
nine-hole score of 40 or higher 
on Friday that has taken him 


out of the mix. 

“It’s not like I’ve shot good 
scores in first rounds and 
haven’t backed them up be¬ 
fore,” Mcllroy said. “I’m used to 


doing that. I just haven’t done it 
recently. We’ll see what tomor¬ 
row brings and what weather it 
is and tiy and handle it as best 
I can. 

“Hopefully it’s just one of 
those things and I’m able to 
turn it around tomorrow.” 

Woods also would like to 
keep moving in the right direc¬ 
tion. He got off to a troubling 
start with two quick bogeys, 
nearly made another one on 
the fourth hole, and then 
looked like a 14-time major 
champion when he ran off five 
birdies in six holes toward the 


end of his round for a 69. 

Not bad for a guy who had 
back surgeiy March 31, who 
started taking full swings only 
a month ago and who had not 
played in a major in 11 months. 

“It felt good to be back out 
there competing again,” Woods 
said. 

World No. 1 Adam Scott 
finished with a 68, but was 
the only player in the top 10 
who played in the afternoon 
when the wind made Hoylake 
tougher. Scott was slowed only 
by two bogeys on the back nine.
